2. The subject-matter of present claim 1 differs from the teachings of prior art 
documents D1 and D2 (both taken independently from each other; for citations 
see the International Search Report and D1: page 9, lines 25-41, claim 1) only in 
that D1 and D2 do not disclose cross linking of the carboxyl-containing copolymer 
(this feature corresponds to the feature "(C)" of claim 1). 

According to the description of the present application (cf. page 1 , the last 1 1 lines 
of the first paragraph) there are certain problems associated with the state of the 
art UV-light absorbing formulations, in particular "a troublesome build up of 
pressure". 

This technical problem is solved by present claim 1: "It has now been found, 
surprisingly, that by employing the hereinbelow-defined (C)-containing 
formulations the above-described problems may be solved or avoided, so that it 
becomes possible as a result also to treat cheeses with disperse dyes and UV 
absorber liquors or with disperse brightener liquors without fear of a troublesome 
pressure build-up or dye or brightener filtration deposits" (cf. page 1, first 
paragraph). 

Neither the problem as such nor the present solution is disclosed or made obvious 
by the prior art D1 or D2.
